WILMINGTON AUTO RATE 
UP $200 

The insurance rates for Wilming- 
ton automobile owners have been 
increased $2.00, from $44.50 to $46.50, 
as announced by Insurance Commis- 
sioner Dennis E. Sullivan, last week. 

The move, part of a state-wide 
adju tment of insurance rates is 
meeting considerable protest on the 
part of the Insurance Companies, 
|who claim that a “crisis of major 
dimensions” will result if the rates 
are not upped still further. 

Relatively speaking, the upping of 
Wlimington’s rate, while bad enough 
is not as bad as has happened in 
other nearby towns, and, for the 
first time, the Wilmington autoist 15 
able to look at neighboring towns, 
and observe motorists there who pay 
as high as he does. 

Burlington and Woburn now have 
the same rate as Wilmington, while 
Billerica has a rate of $41.50, up 
$5.00 from its old rate. 

Stoneham, Readnig, Winchester 
and Lexington, all had a $1.00 in 
crease, the Stoncham rate now be- 
ing $32.50 and the other three towns 
being $28.50. 

In other parts of the state there 
were some raises as high as $9.00. 
Revere and Chelsea, still have the 
highest rate in the state, $60.00.

“LET THE TOWN PAY FOR IT” 


‘There are always some people who keep their fingers’ on 
the pulse or the latest law, hot out of the State House, in order 
to have the town, or some other organization, pay for some- 
thing of private benefit to the person himself. 

The latest wrinkle in this game is to charge the town for} 
transportation costs, when the town is paying for out of town 
vocational schooling. There are several persons who are get- 
ting vocational training at the expense of the town, and it now 
appears that we have to pay for their transportation too! 

The Selectmen have appointed Clifford Good their agent, 
to check into these things, with the result that all bills prior 
to the first of September have been thrown out. Those since 
the first of September will have to be paid, but Mr. Good has 
checked attendance records, in each case, to make sure that 
the town is not paying for non-existant transportation. 

Under a similar heading, comes a bill for $386.50, which the 
town had to pay, for a Wilmington School Teacher, who had 
the town pay for some work she had done in college. She was 
able to do so, under the law, bat this loophole has now been 
closed, and no more similar cases are expected. (We may be 
wrong, but we believe she got a raise in pay, becquse she had 
completed the work!) 

“Let the Town Pay gor It” might be a good slogan for 
some people, and it certainly pays to have the town’s officials 
keep their eyes open.

TELEPHONE MANAGER AT 
ROTARY CLUB 


Mr. Elliot R. Jackson, local mana- 
ger of the telephone company was 
guest speaker at the Rotary lunch- 
Jeon, last week, at which time he 
spoke on the proposed extended 
service for Wilmington telephone 
subscribers, 

The extended area service, which 
| will tie Wilmington’s exchange to 
several other contiguous exchanges 
without toll charges, became inevit- 
able, said Mr. Jackson, with the up- 
ward revision of ratés for toll éails, 
last May. Prior to that time, a ten 


and now it costs 15 cents, plus tay. 
This was decidedly unfair to many 
subscibers who lived a few miles 
apart, and yet were in different ex- 
changes, as for instance, many of 
the subscribers in South Tewksbury. 

By the proposed system, on which 
Wilmington subscribers ‘are now 
voting, there will be a basic increase 
in telephone rates, but many of the 
telephone toll costs will be eliminat- 
ed. 

One of the things that will happen, 
assuming that the Wilmington sub- 
scribers vote in favor of the change, 
will be a change in many of the 
telephone numbers. There will be 


appear. All Wilmington numbers 
will be of four digits, At the same 
time the company will greatly ex- 
pand the Wilmington switchboard, 
because of present and future rapra 
influx of people into this town. 
There are at present some 1700 
telephones in the town, and there 
are 300 persons who have orders, 
some for a year or more, for tele- 
phones. When we expand this serv- 
ice, Mr. Jackson said, we will not 
only add these 300 numbers but 
‘many more, in anticipation of in- 
creased service in this town. 
Wilmington subscribers will be 
able to dial directly any telephone 
in the Lowell exchange, which in- 
cludes Tewksbury, Dracut and Chel- 
msford, but those in Woburn and 
Reading will have to, be through an 
operator, because there are both 
dial and hand-operated phones in 
those areas. There will be, however, 
no extra charge for this, Mr. Jack-

If we receive a favorable vote, Mr, 
Jackson declared, we will start im 
mediately to install the new system, 
say, about the first of January. To 
make the complete change will take 
about ,18 months, 

Mr. Jackson, having finished his 
talk, invited the Rotarians to ask 
a few questions, to which the Ro- 
tarians heartily responded, 

Several men immediately began on 
the question about why should Wil- 
mington be included in the Lowell 
exchange, when, in their belief, the 
Boston area was where Wilming- 
ton’s interest lay. It was pointed 
out that both Burlington and Wo- 
burn were in the Boston area today. 
Other Rotarians, with longer mem- 
ories, pointed out that Wilmifgton 
was once in the Boston area, 40 
years past 

Mr, Jackson pointed out that both 
Woburn and Burlington had to pay | 
10 cents to call Boston, and that 
their basic rate was high, but other | 
persons stated that these exchanges 
were able to call free, other ex- 
changes around Boston, and in Wil- 
mington we had to pay for this 
service. 

Other Rotarians wanted to know 
if the Wilmington service charge 
was the only one that was being in- 
creased. The answer to this was 
yes, and the reason was that the 
telephone charge was in accordance 
with the number of other phones in 
the service area. Wilmington’sg ex- 
change is small, and will become 
much larger, but Lowell’s exchange 
will not’ be materially changed, now 
with those of Woburn or Reading, 
Mr. Jackson stated. The additional 
phones in the other exchanges, 
would not nierit an increase in rates 
for those exchanges, 

Some of the Rotarians kept on 
harping on the Boston Exchange 
idea, while others took the company 
position on this point, It was ex- 
plained that this was the best the 
company could offer, and that there 
would be no increase in the cost of 
Boston calls. 

The R&tarians finally let up on 
the question of the Boston ex- 
change, and shifted to a few peeves 
of their own, such as “Does the 
télephone company always cancel 
the charge, when there is no answer 
on an out of town call?” Several ot 
the listeners jumped in on this, and 
it could.be seen that they had borne 
some resentment on this point for 
some time, and here was a chance 
to blow off steam. Mr. Jackson was 
very good natured about it, and also 
on another question which was of 
vital importance to some of the 
members: ie: “How long is three 
minutes?
